Allows the Washington State Department of Transportation to work with human 
trafficking victim advocates to develop informational posters for placement in rest 
areas.

Requires that any policies developed regarding poster placement address placement 
of these posters in bathroom stalls.

Background: 

The Washington State Department of Transportation (WSDOT) and the Washington State Patrol 
are responsible for adopting rules governing the conduct and safety of the traveling public at rest 
areas.  The WSDOT may establish information centers at safety rest areas and allow maps, 
informational directories, and advertising pamphlets to be made available at these locations.

Summary of Bill: 

The WSDOT may work with advocates to develop posters about human trafficking for 
placement in rest areas.  The WSDOT may adopt policies regarding placement of these posters; 
these policies must address placement of the posters in bathroom stalls.  Posters may be in a 
variety of languages and include toll-free telephone numbers to call for assistance.
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This analysis was prepared by non-partisan legislative staff for the use of legislative 
members in their deliberations. This analysis is not a part of the legislation nor does it 
constitute a statement of legislative intent.
